To the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury. 

THE humble Memorial and Petition of the Licensed Distillers in the Counties of Aberdeen 
and Kincardine. 

Sheweth, 

That your Memorialists are under the necessity of troubling your Lordships on the subject of 
smuggling, which has of late attained an alarming and unprecedented pitch in the higher parts of 
the country, and which, if effectual measures are not adopted for its suppression, threatens the 
most serious consequences to the fair trader. 

That one of the chief causes of the late increase of smuggling may be ascribed, in the humble 
apprehension of the Memorialists, to the limited number of excise officers, and to those presently 
employed having too much to attend to. They may instance the case of the officer of the ride, 
•who, besides his proper business, must take charge of a distillery, which of itself is amply sufficient 
to give full employment to the most active officer. The officers having thus more business to do 
than they are able without the greatest exertions to perform, have it not in their power to devote 
any part of their time in putting down smuggling. 

That smuggling is greatly encouraged by the facility with which smugglers on reaching tow’n 
can dispose of the spirits ; and were this facility withdrawn, by offering rewards for the discovery 
of persons purchasing smuggled whiskey, and authorizing justices of the peace to grant general in 
place of special search warrants, as at present, or by such other means as your Lordships may 
deem best calculated for this end, the Memorialists are convinced that a great check would be 
given to smuggling, and the revenue considerably increased. 

The Memorialists therefore humbly trust that your Lordships will take the premises into consi- 
deration, and adopt such measures as you may deem most effectual for the entire suppression of 
smuggling. 

And your Memorialists will ever pray.

We have the honour to transmit you two Memorials from the Licensed Distillers in the counties 
of Aberdeen and Kincardine, which we respectfully request you will have the goodness to lay 
before the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury. 

We also beg leave respectfully to submit to their consideration, that we are charged 2 s. 8 rf. per 
imperial bushel of malt, when the maltsters in Norfolk only pay 2 s. 7 d. per imperial bushel, and 
receive the difference since the 5th of January last. 

In addition to the Memorial to their Lordships on illicit distillation, we beg to say that it is car- 
ried on in this country to such an extent as to threaten ruin to the Licensed Distillers, and we 
respectfully submit to their consideration the propriety of establishing a mounted patrol of five or 
six active excise officers, whose sole duty should be directed to the suppression of smuggling.
